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Disarmament advocates 
muster forces on campus 


In a trial ballot conducted last week by the 
Students For Peace and Disarmament club 
on campus, there were 593 ballots cast in 
favor of general world disarmament and 43 
votes cast opposing the concept. 

The concept of general disarmament 
means total nuclear disarmament and sub¬ 
stantial reduction of conventional wea¬ 
pons, explains second year Education 
student Jeanette Campbell, a member of 
the club which has been active on campus 
since last November. 

Campbell says the majority of ballots 
were cast by students, and some by faculty. 

She says tjie. ballots will be sent to Uni¬ 
ted Natrons General Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim with a note stating: 

“The students at the University of Vic¬ 
toria realize they can no longer stand idly 
by tolerating the continued proliferation 
and hu i ldup -in the-nueLaar arms race~Ln~ 
this regard we submit to you 593 ballots 
which support the concept of “general dis¬ 
armament” which was negotiated by the 
U.S. and U.S.S.R. and accepted by all 
nations in 1961. As concerned citizens liv¬ 
ing next door to the U.S. we feel we have the 
right to speak up for the preservation of 
humanity. These ballots add ‘people power’ 
to the picture and we ask you to place them 
in the archives at the U.N. until the world 
vote proposal on ‘general disarmament’ 
receives the attention it duly deserves.” 

Trial ballots on disarmament are being 
cast at UVic and other campuses also to 
show that people are behind the world vote 
concept, says Campbell. 

The world vote, or global referendum on 
disarmament, was discussed during the 
Ideas and Action Conference held during 
Disarmament Week at UVic in February. 
James Stark, director of Operation Dis¬ 
mantle, with headquarters in Ottawa, pre¬ 
dicted at the conference that there will be a 
global referendum on disarmament 
launched through the U.N. General Assem¬ 
bly by 1-982 at the latest, and possibly this 
year. 



The idea behind the global referendum, 
he explained, is for every nation to conduct 
a national referendum, usually alongside 
an election, over the next five to 10 years, as 
part of the global referendum. 

“The first step is for the U.N. General 
Assembly to pass a resolution establishing 
the existence of the world vote, and setting 
the wording of the ballot,” said Stark. 

“But having a resolution pass in the 
U.N. is not the tough part ... many U.N. 
resolutions get passed unanimously and 
come to nothing. The test will be whether 
nations will follow up and actually run the 
vote. Our original assessment was that if 
even 10 nations willingly ran the vote to get 
the ball rolling, this would establish an 
international momentum sufficient to 
assure that eventually, the world vote 
would be completed.” 

Stark said that “unprecedented sup¬ 
port” has been attracted to the world vote 
concept, consisting of 106 MPs from all par¬ 
ties, 72 municipal governments represent¬ 
ing more than four million Canadians, and 
37 organizations including the Canadian 
Labour Congress and the Canadian Coun¬ 
cil of Churches. 

“And a Gallup Poll indicated that the 
vast majority of Canadians favor such a 
world vote and would vote ‘yes’, given the 
opportunity.” 

The trial vote for a disarmament refer¬ 
endum at UVic was endorsed by the stu¬ 
dent Alma Mater Society several weeks ago 
and was to have taken place during AMS 
elections earlier this month. When the elec¬ 
tion was cancelled, after the AMS execu¬ 
tive and board of directors were acclaimed, 
the disarmament club decided to proceed 
with the trial vote. 

“Considering the number of polling 
booths we had (in the library, Student 
Union Building, MacLaurin and Univer¬ 
sity Centre) and the time we had to prepare, 
we did fairly well,” says Campbell. 

She says Students for Peace and Disar¬ 
mament have been “the most active club” 
on campus this year, and the 12 to 15 core 
club members have received a “lot of sup¬ 
port, both monetary and in terms of organi¬ 
zation and advice, from several concerned 
faculty members on campus.” 

Disarmament Week, and the ‘Disarma¬ 
ment Ideas and Action’ conference were 
among the projects sponsored by the club. 

The club is making plans for next year 
which could include another trial ballot 
during national Disarmament Week in 
October. The club would like to bring stu¬ 
dents at the University of British Colum¬ 
bia into such a ballot, Campbell adds. 

She points out that a disarmament club 
exists at Simon Fraser University but not 
at UBC. The UVic club, she says, would 
like to help strengthen the student disar¬ 
mament movement in Canada and make 
contact with peace organizations in the 
United States.

Young scientists coming to fair 


It’s too late to enter, but not too late to participate in Vancouver Island’s 
Regional Science Fair, to be held at UVic April 5 and 6. 

The science fair is designed to create both an interest in science and an 
interest in science careers among entrants and visitors alike. 

In fact, participation by visitors is a key component to the Science Fair’s ' 
success, says Dr. Gerry Poulton (Chemistry), one of the fair’s coordinators. 

“One of the purposes of the regional science fairs is to show parents, 
teachers and students what is going on in the forefront of science education in 
the elementary and secondary schools,” says Poulton. “In today’s world, 
everybody, no matter what their age, has to develop an awareness and 
understanding of science. Without it, it is impossible to understand some of. 
the major issues that confront us, such as pollution, nuclear energy, solar 
energy and the environment.” 

Visitors can participate by asking questions of the young scientists who 
have created exhibits or the more than 60 judges who will be evaluating 
entries. All the judges are local professionals who donate their time. 

“It’s not farfetched to say that any one of the exhibits, whether it is at the 
elementary or the secondary level, may eventually lead to a major research 
project,” says Poulton. The complexity of modern science may be one of the 
reasons that people find the subject hard to deal with, he says, and the Science 
Fair is a good introduction to people who feel that way. 

■ “Science doesn’t have to be complex. In fact, many of the top prize winning 
exhibits each year have been simplicity themselves.” 

The key to winning is both an imaginative display and a demonstration of 
sound scientific methods. Past winners have included a study of earthworms, 
which won first prize at the.elementary level, a study of the foods that salmon 
eat, and an analysis of the effectiveness of store-bought batteries in terms of 
usage and cost. 

Other winning exhibits have been as complex as studies of the effect-of 
light and color on human performance and a computerized study of genetics. 

A new prize, the Gordon Patterson Prize for the scientist in Grades 4 to 8 
who has developed the most original ideas, will be awarded for the first time 
this year. 

“This is just one of many prizes that will be given,” says Poulton. “There 
are all kinds of awards to stimulate the young scientists.”

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BOG Briefs 


The UVic Board of Governors met March 
16 in the Senate and Board Meeting Room 
of University Centre. Among the high¬ 
lights of the meeting were: 

• BOG acceptance of a recommenda¬ 
tion from Senate to establish a Mas¬ 
ter’s degree program in Special 
Education in response to the growing 
need for teachers to assist exceptional stu¬ 
dents “mainstreamed” into regular class¬ 
rooms, in accordance with government 
policy to close special classrooms for these 
youths. 

The program, designed for teachers 
already working in the school system, will 
begin in the Summer Session of 1981 and 
will take three to five consecutive summers 
to complete. 

In reply to a question from BOG chair¬ 
man Joseph Cunliffe on the aims of the 
program, UVic president Dr. Howard 
Petch said the emphasis at present is on the 
urgent and crucial need for teaching the 
disadvantaged, but noted that there is evi¬ 
dence to show that gifted children also 
require special classroom attention. 

“As time goes on, we hope to increase 
the courses on educational needs of gifted 
children,” Petch added. 

Petch said the courses required are, to a 
large extent, already being provided at 
UVic and little additional funding is 
needed to place them in the required 
sequence for the program. 

The program proposal will be recom¬ 
mended to the Universities Council of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia (UCBC) for approval, but no 
additional funding will be requested. 

• BOG approval of a recommendation 
authorizing UVic president Dr. How¬ 
ard Petch to make up to two awards a 
year for students from East China 
Normal University. The awards are 
equal to two winter term graduate fellow¬ 
ships, or just over $4,000 per award. 

• Approval of a new scholarship, to be 
given by the Victoria Chartered 
Accountants Association annually to 
the two top students completing Commerce 
253. The top student will receive $300 and 
the second-ranked student $200. 

• Acceptance of an invitation to 
attend the Medically-Related 
Research Colloquia April 21. Petch 
noted that there is a general lack of knowl¬ 
edge regarding medically-related research 
at UVic. The invitation came from Dr. 
Robert O’Brien (Chemistry) through Petch 
to the BOG members. 

• Acceptance of a statistical summary 
on expenditures at university librar¬ 
ies, presented by Petch and compiled 
annually by the Canadian Association of 
Research Libraries. Petch noted UVic 
spends a great proportion of its budget on 
library functions, and now has the highest 
number of volumes per student of any 
major university library in Canada. 

• A decision to convey the congratula¬ 
tions of the board to the Viking and 
Vikette teams for their outstanding 
athletic performance. The suggestion that 
such a letter be written by the BOG chair¬ 
man was made by governor Sonia Birch- 
Jones, and Petch suggested the 
congratulations be extended to all of 
UVic’s top competing athletes: A letter will 
be written by chairman Cunliffe for read¬ 
ing at the Athletic Awards Banquet March 
26. 
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Chamber singers back from tour

rear. The 18-member ensemble, along with the UVic Brass Quintet, coached by Louis Ranger and the Island Wind Quintet, coached by 
Lanny Pollet, made an eight-day concert tour in the Unite&States, in February. The trip marked the first time the chamber singers have 
toured outside Canada in seven years of touring. One concert was performed in Vancouver, Washington, with three concerts in 
California, one of them a noon-hour concert at Hertz Hall at the University of California at Berkeley. That concert was broadcast live on 
radio. The chamber singers are students drawn primarily from the School of Music but auditions each September are open to students 
from all faculties. The last chance to hear this year’s edition of the chamber singers occurs April 3 with their final concert, an evening of 
works by contemporary Canadian composers, at 8 p.m. in the Recital Hall of the Music Building. 


Scholarship concert honors composers 


Three of Canada’s most distinguished com¬ 
posers will be honored in the UVic School 
of Music’s semi-annual Scholarship Con¬ 
cert, which will take place at 8 p.m. March 
28, in the University Centre Auditorium. 

Proceeds from the performance will 
benefit a scholarship fund for Music stu¬ 
dents at UVic. 

Works by Murray Adaskin, Rudolf Kom¬ 
orous of the UVic School of Music and Ber¬ 
nard Naylor will be performed by the 
University Little Orchestra and Chorus, 
with Dr. George Corwin conducting. 

Two of the compositions, Komorous’ 
Vermilion Dust and Naylor’s Three Sacred 
Pieces, will receive their first performance, 
and the work by Adaskin, In Praise of 
“Canadian Painting in the Thirties ”, will 
be performed for the first time in Western 
Canada. 

Adaskin, in 1952, became head of the 
Department of Music at the University of 
Saskatchewan and was appointed 
composer-in-residence in 1966. He has 


received numerous CBC commissions. In 
Praise of “Canadian Painting in the Thir¬ 
ties ” for strings and harpsichord was com¬ 
missioned by the Chamber Players of 
Toronto in 1975 and is meant as a tribute to 
the exhibition of paintings, Canadian 
Painting in the Thirties, brought together 
for the National Gallery of Canada. 

Komorous studied bassoon and compo¬ 
sition at the Prague Conservatory and the 
Academy of Music. In 1971, he was 
appointed Professor of Composition at 
UVic and since has served as directory of 
the School and is currently head of the 
School’s composition program. 

Komorous’ work, Vermilion Dust for 
mixed chorus and orchestra, is based on 
poems by Li Shang-yin, one of the great 
poets of the T’ang Dynasty in China, who 
lived more than 1,200 years ago. Komorous 
has taught bassoon and chamber music at 
the Peking Conservatory. 

Naylor, one of Canada’s senior compos¬ 
ers, began his career as a composition scho¬ 


lar at the Royal College of Music in 
London, England. He continued his career 
at Oxford as an organ scholar at Exeter 
College, then as Director of Music at 
Queen’s College. In Canada, he founded 
and conducted the Little Symphony of 
Montreal ancfb'ecame the first conductor of 
the Winnipeg Symphony Orchestra before 
devoting his time to composing. 

The “Te Deum” from his Three Sacred 
Pieces was commissioned by the Men’s 
Musical Club of Winnipeg for the Manitoba 
Centennial of 1970. It was written in 1968, 
and the two remaining pieces, “Benedic- 
tus” and “Gloria” were written later and 
have never before been performed. 

General admission is $6, $5, and $4; stu¬ 
dents and senior citizens, $3.

Workshops providing an opportunity for 
UVic faculty to experience and comment 
upon teaching methods will be held by the 
Learning and Teaching Centre April 2 and 
April 16.

A method that has met with good 
results—leading to the April 2 workshop—

Now hear this 

Taped interviews on topics as varied as 
Canada’s defence capabilities, the current 
crisis in El Salvador, nutrition, education 
and Canadian literature have been pro¬ 
vided to 190 radio stations across Canada 
over the past few weeks from Radio UVic. 

Chief of Canada’s Defence Staff, Gen¬ 
eral Ramsey M. Withers, outlined this 
country’s defence capabilities in an inter¬ 
view with Kim Whale, host-producer of 
UVic’s radio syndication service. Withers, 
who is also the Principal Commander of 
the Order of Military Merit, stressed not 
only fire power and modern technology, 
but education and civilian participation as 
elements essential to Canada’s defence. 
General Withers’ military career began in 
1948 when he joined the Canadian Army 
Officers’ Training Corps. After attending 
Royal Roads, Victoria, and the Royal Mil¬ 
itary College in Kingston, he moved 
through the ranks to Lieutenant-General 
in 1977, and to his present post last May. 

In another interview, Prof. Robin Skel¬ 
ton (Creative Writing) discussed his recent 
book, They Call It the Cariboo , and told 
Whale some of the stories of Canada’s old 
West and the search for gold. Skelton, a 
prolific poet and author, explained that his 
interest in British Columbia’s interior was 
born with a visit to relatives to the Cariboo 
country. Many Skeltons from Yorkshire, 
England moved into the frontier in 1907. 

Author and film writer Bill Valgardson 
(Creative Writing) talked about the Ameri¬ 
can dominance of Canada’s literary tal¬ 
ents and culture. Valgardson also 
discussed the difficulties Canadians face 
in publishing their literary works because 
of the United States’ influence. 

In this week’s radio program Whale 
highlights the current crisis in El Salvador 
in an interview with Jeremy Kinsman, 
Chairman of Canada’s External Affairs’ 
Policy Planning Secretariat, who visited 
UVic to address Freeman To veil’s history 
class. The foreign affairs expert discussed 
the cold war of the 1950s and suggested 
that if matters progress unchecked, we 
could well see a decade of serious confron¬ 
tation between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

Dr. Tom Buckley (Biochemistry) pro¬ 
vides insight into the world of foods and 
dieting in a separate feature on this week’s 
program, and suggests that if we eat with 
moderation, we can enjoy most foods with¬ 
out worrying about possible ill effects we 
hear about every day. 

In a third interview, with associate pro¬ 
ducer Digby Fodden, Dr. Roger Bishop 
(Emeritus), former head of UVic’s English 
department, describes the evolution of our 
present system of education. Bishop 
stresses that although many changes have 
taken place in the past 20 years, high 
schools and universities can still do a thor¬ 
ough job of educating if they bear in mind 
the student and not the method of 
educating.

McDonald is directly respon¬ 
sible to Monique Begin, Minister of Health 
and Welfare. 

Afternoon session keynote speaker is 
Dr. Clyde Slade, professor and director of 
Community Geriatrics at the University of 
British Columbia’s Faculty of Medicine. 
The conference is organized by University 
Extension and New Horizons, and all 
resource people for the conference are 
seniors. 

New Horizons is a federal government 
program designed to provide funding to 
seniors for educational, cultural and 
recreational activities. The program has 
provided funding for the skills exchange 
program in the Fernwood district of Victo¬ 
ria and for the 1,100-member James Bay 
New Horizons Centre.

Renaissance urbanism, designs for ceme¬

While conference topics are diverse* 
emphasis will be on architecture of the 
American Northwest and Canadian West, 
says Segger. 

Victoria’s historic architecture and 
efforts to preserve it will be a focus of local 
activities. Tours of Butchart Gardens and 
historic sites' in Saanich will be led by 
Segger, and a tour of buildings designed by 
architect Samuel MacLure will be led by 
Doug Franklin, co-ordinator of advanced 
studies in cultural conservation programs 
in University Extension. Other tours 
include historic gardens in Victoria. 

The conference marks the first time the 
two societies have met together and the 
first time a SAH meeting has been held in

The sixth and final production in the 1980-

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Members of Canada’s university basketball 
champions, the UVic Vikings and Vikettes, and 
Canadian indoor track and field champions 
from UVic were scheduled to be introduced in 
the provincial legislature this week by Dr. Pat 
McGeer, Minister of Universities, Science and 
Communications. The Vikings and Vikettes 
won Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union 
(CIAU) championships this month, during 
games played on national television. Their vic¬ 
tories marked the second year in a row that 
they had won the top titles. No other university 
in Canada has ever captured both men’s and 
women’s titles in the same year. Four members 
of UVic’s indoor track and field team won six 
Canadian championships at the CIAU indoor 
championships in Saskatoon, March 14. Deb¬ 
bie Scott and Debbie Campbell led the way 
with two victories each while Randy Cox and 
Brent Fougner picked up other CIAU titles for 
UVic. 


Joe Rosenblatt (Creative Writing) has been 
awarded a Senior Canada Council grant of 
$18,000 to travel and write in the Queen Char¬ 
lotte Islands for a year. Rosenblatt, who has 
been at UVic for a year as a guest lecturer, is the 


author of Topsoil, which won the Governor 
General’s Award for 1976, and a number of 
other works of prose and poetry, including Vir¬ 
gins and Vampires. 

The Power Pie, a series of six free public Wed¬ 
nesday noon lectures of special interest to 
women who work downtown, will begin April 1 
at the McPherson Theatre. Topics include 
power and community politics, discussed by 
Gretchen Brewin and Irene Block, two local 
women who are active in civic politics (April 1);- 
power and wealth, to be discussed by stock¬ 
broker and investment counsellor Lynne Mac- 
Farlane (April 8 ); power and jobs, a lecture by 
Jeanette Poirier, a member of the executive of

Several University of Toronto scientists have 
formed an organization to help stir up interest 
in peace initiatives among the scientific com¬ 
munity in Canada. Entitled Science for Peace, 
the organization has 27 directors in Ontario and 
across Canada and wants to raise $1 billion for 
a satellite that would provide countries other 
than the two nuclear superpowers with data on 
nuclear missile sites and mass troop move¬ 
ment. The group will seek funding from the 
governments of Canada, Denmark, France, 
Norway and Sweden for the project.

The credibility of the unemployed university 
graduate has been questioned once again with 
the release of a 141 -page survey of nearly 3,000 
students who obtained their degrees from the 
University of British Columbia in 1980. Thesur- 
vey found that only three per cent of the 2,982 
students who graduated last May from UBC 


were'unemployed when the survey was carried 
out between October 1980 and January 1981. 
The unemployment rate for women was 3.2 per 
cent and that for men was 2.8 per cent. A zero 
unemployment rate was recorded for gradu¬ 
ates in music, architecture, dental hygiene, 
recreation, fine arts and nursing. Moreover, 
comparison of the 1980 unemployment rate 
with the rate obtained in previous UBC surveys 
shows that unemployment for graduates has 
been steadily falling over the past five years. 
The unemployment rate for arts graduates 
dropped from 9.1 per cent in 1975 to 5.4 per 
cent in 1980; the rate for Commerce graduates 
dropped from 5.7 per cent to 2.8 per cent; the 
rate for applied science graduates dropped 
from 4.8 per cent to .9 per cent; for science 
graduates from 10.3 to 4.8 per cent and for 
architecture graduates from 13 to zero percent,
